1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: disk 100 (page 6), contact surfaces 37 (page 7), and arm portion 164 (page 
7, pivots 174. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the carrier layer recited 
in claim 9 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: reference 
numeral 27 is used to identify a hook (page 6) and a spring (page 8) similarly reference 
numeral 18 is used to identify the bottom 18 and the keys 18 (page 7). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-10, 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. In claim 1 , it is unclear what structural elements correspond to the 

means for generating an extending force acting in an opposite direction with respect to 
the force driving the display towards the first position. 

8. In claim 5, it is unclear how the rotary disk locks the display in the first position. 

9. In claim 7, it is unclear what structural elements correspond to the claimed 
reading means and driving means. If the applicant intends to invoke 35 USC 112 6th 
paragraph, the claim must use the "means plus function" language. 
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10. In claim 12, it is unclear from the specification how the display is adapted to be 
presented in a third position wherein the display is partially visible. 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

12. Claims 7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification does not adequately describe the reading means and the 
driving means recited in claim 7. In addition, it is unclear from the specification how the 
display is adapted to be presented in a third position wherein the display is partially 
visible as recited in claim 12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 1 -1 0, 1 2-1 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

14. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
